DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

1 . A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101 ) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

2. Applicant is advised that should claims 5 and 7 be found allowable, claims 6 and 
8 will be objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof. When 
two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both 
cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing 
one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. 
See MPEP § 706.03(k). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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4. Claims 1-3 and 5-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Shimizu et al [Pat. No. 
5,486,683]. 

Shimizu et al teaches an article comprising a liquid crystal polymer with a filler 
(abstract), the filler being graphite or alumina (column 5, line 20) which both inherently 
possessed a thermal conductivity of greater than 50 W/mK, the filler comprising 30-60% 
of the article (column 5, line 26), the article inherently possessing a thermal conductivity 
of at least 2 W/mK, the polymer having a heat distortion temperature of at least 300°C 
(column 5, line 10), the article including additives such as fillers, antioxidants, and heat 
stabilizers (column 5, lines 32-36), and the article is a container capable of holding food 
while it is cooking in a pot (Figure 2) or simply on the its own surface (Figure 1 ). It is 
noted that the claims do not define any sort of physical structure besides being an 
"article" for use as "a container that holds food while the food is cooking". A recitation of 
the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between 
the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 



(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-3 and 5-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Shimizu et al in view of Nomura 
et al [Pat .No. 5,529,716]. 

Nomura et al teach an article comprising a liquid crystal polymer and fillers such as 
aluminum powder (abstract) wherein the article possesses a thermal conductivity of 
about 2 W/mK (Table 2, Example 12). In the event that Shimizu et al do not inherently 
teach a through plane thermal conductivity of at least about 1 W/mK (claim 1), or at 
least about 2 W/mK (claim 2), then it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to provide a value of at least about 1 W/mK, or at least about 2 W/mK, in the 
invention of Shimizu et al, in view of Nomura et al, since both are directed to molded 
articles made from liquid crystal polymer with a filler, since the article of Nomura et al 
also possessed a thermal distortion temperature of at least 340°C (column 2, line 17), 
and since a high thermal conductivity would have resulted in quicker heating of the 
article of Shimizu et al thus reducing the wait time for the surface to reach the cooking 
temperature. All the claimed elements were known in the prior art and one skilled in the 
art could have combined the elements as claimed by known methods with no change in 
their respective functions, and the combination would have yielded predictable results to 
one ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention. 



Response to Arguments 
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7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3 and 5-10 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
